Lighting  Expert  Gives 
Interesting  Lecture 

“Gloom  is  the  result  of  too  little 
light.  Glare  is  too  much  light  enter- 
ing the  eye  at  an  improper  direction,” 
declared  Clark  Baker,  in  an  interesting 
lecture  in  Wednesday’s  devotional. 
“Glaring  lights  should  be  eliminated 
in  every  instance.  Reflected  glare  is 
just  as  detrimental  as  a direct  glare, 
so  let  us  not  put  a reflector  on  a light 
source,  thinking  that  we  are  abandon- 
ing glare.” 

“Good  lighting  principles  and  sys- 
tems are  becoming  a most  important 
factor  in  the  health  problems  today, 
because  improper  lighting  will  injure 
the  brain,  nerves,  posture,  and  gener- 
ally impair  the  health  of  individuals.” 
“We  are  coming  into  a color  age,” 
declared  the  speaker.  “We  live  and  are 
affected  more  by  light  than  by  food 
or  clothing.  Therefore  for  comfort 
in  the  homes,  men  who  plan  and 
install  lighting  systems  must  know 
color  effects,  and  then  so  arrange  aolor 
schemes  in  lighting  that  the  entire 
color  plan  throughout  the  house  is 
not  detracted  from,  but  added  to.” 

As  Mr.  Baker  talked  he  illustrated 
his  statements  with  large  posters. 
Many  new  ideas  in  lighting  fixtures 
were  shown  and  discussed. 

In  closing  Mr.  Baker  stated,  “My 
purpose  was  not  to  present  these 
placards  as  actualities  but  to  merely 
give  you  the  trend  of  thought  in  mod- 
ern day  lighting  systems.”

SEMINAR  ROLDS 
IIS  FIRST  MEETING 


The  first  meeting  of  the  Education 
Seminar  was  held  last  Thursday  even- 
ing, November  15.  Among  the  most 
important  items  taken  up  on  the  pro- 
gram at  this  meeting  were: 

1.  Miss  Emma  Brown  reported  on 
her  visits  to  European  schools. 

2.  Dr.  Sudweeks  discussed  some 
details  of  the  master  Thesis. 

3.  Dean  Nuttall  and  Dr.  Cowels  or 

the  University  of  Utah  are  begining 
a complete  survey  of  the  schools  of 
the  city.  Advanced  students  of  the 
college  of  education  will  have  a chance 
to  do  some  first  hand  field  study  and 
laboratory  work  in  connection  with 
this  survey.  • 

The  college  of  education  faculty 
met  Wednesday,  November  14,  where 
they  discussed  the  summer  school 
program  and  decided  on  three  princi- 
ples of  action. 

First:  That  the  major  purpose  of 

the  college  of  education  was  to  pro- 
vide advanced  study  opportunities  for 
teachers  who  are  out  in  the  field. 

Second:  The  giving  of  the  regular 
course  required  for  teachers  training 
work  will  therefore  be  subordinated. 
That  the  summer  courses  will  be 
either  exactly  the  same  as  the  wintei 
courses,  or  will  be  new  courses  which 
do  not  duplicate  the  content  of  the 
‘others. 

Third:  The  courses  offered  in  the 
college  of  education  shall  deal  strict- 
ly with  professional  technique  and 
that  courses  should  be  listed  in  other 
departments  of  the  university. 

A plan  for  the  1929  summer  school 
was  worked  out. 

The  first  assignment  of  the  practice 
teachers  have  been  made  to  the  pub- 
lic schools.  Teachers  have  gone  to 
Alpine,  Nebo  and  Provo  schools.

Many  people  in  the  world  today  de- 
cline to  ride  in  an  airplane,  stating 
that  the  older  means  of  transportation 
are  good  enough.  There  are  others 
who  jump  at  the  opportunity  of  mak- 
ing a flight,  because  they  always  want 
to  'do  the  new  thing.

They 
should  not  be  done  away  with  simply 
because  they  are  old,  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  if  traditions  are  useless,  it 
would  be  'best  to  discard  them  and 
get  something  better.
